Lynching of a Bold Burglar in 
Thomson, 


Who was Caught Underneath a Lady's Bed— 
The People Take the Law Into 
Their Own Hands. 


Tuomson, Ga., Jane 3,—{Special.}]—For 
some time the citizens of this place have been 
much annoyed by a series of burglaries and 
attempts to enter houses, which bafiled their 
most suenueus efforts to discover the perpe- 
traters. 

About a year azo some one entered the resi- 
dence of Miss Jennie Collins, on White Oak 
street, and took therefrom a sum of money. 
Later Mr. W.C. Worrill’s house was. entered 
and his daughter robbed of about $30, 

About two weeks ago, Mr. A. L. McLean's 
residence was entered. The would-be burglars 
entered the reom of a young lady visitor, and 
upon her awakening, threatened her life if she 
gave the alarm. She screamed, and they 

JUMPED THROUGH THE QPEN WINDOW, 
and made good their escape. The. nextday, a 
negro, by the name ef Mack Bacon, was ar- 
rested on suspicion, but the evidence was not 
conclusive enough and he was released. He 
was soon afterward whipped and ordered to 
leave town. 

Late at night last week some one tried to 
enter the room occupied by two young ladies 
at Dr. W. M. Pitts’s residence. They were 
discovered, and the dector prompzxly went. to 
the window, but the scoundrels had gone. 

A few nights later the residence of Judge E. 
S. Harris was visited. They went to the win- 
dow of the room occupied by his two daugh- 
ters, but no attempt was made to enter, 

Other residences wore visited by these dar- 
ing burglars, and the-whole town has been in 
a state.of excitement. 

PULLED FROM UNDER .A BED.

He 
proved to he Allen Sturgis, colored, about 20 years 
o!d, and the most hardened theif ever known in the 
county. Bemg questioned, he confessed to being 
one of a gang of negroes.in Thomson and vicinity, 
who were banded to:ether for the purpose ef com- 
mitting any sort of rascality. He said thatc+himeelf 
and his gang had committed all of the er mes we 
have named, and gave the tames of hisaccomplice-. 


Allen was placed in jail and warrants issued 
for the following: John Ramsey, Charlie Me- 
Nair, Allford Reese and Sam Jones. 

THE COMMITMENT TRIAL. 

A commitment trial was held on Wednes- 
day last,and all were batled Out except Allen 
Sturgis, who was bound over to the fall term 
of the superior court. 

There has been much diversity of opinion as 
to the proper course to be pursued 
in the matter. Some were in favor 
of taking the law im their own hands 
and making an example of Allen, 
while others favored allowiny the law to take 
its course. 

Since the commitment trial, ANen has con- 
fessed to going to the rooms of several young 
ladies,and watching them disrobe for the night. 
It is hard to say exactly what his motives was 
for entering Mrs. Basiord’s.residence. Whether 
he oply went as a sneak thiefer contemplated 
some more serious crime,is a question, and 
from his own confession it is natural to suppose 
he had in view something more thanthe mere 
stealing of money. 

DANGLING TO A LIMB. 

Everything has moved along very quietly, 
and most people were surprised on awaking 
this June Sunday mornipg to learn that a 
band of determined men had silently come 
int6 the quietly sleeping town, and, after 
breaking iuto the jail, taken Allen Sturgis 
and hanged him to anoak tree just on the 
ottskizts of the town. The plaee where he 
was found hanging is on a little eminence, just 
beyond the colored Baptist church, by the side 
of the public road. 

Everything was done with so much system 
and done so quietly that even the night mar- 
shal was not aware of it. There is no excite- 
ment here over the occurrence, and every one 
seems to be satisfied thatfAllen hasbeen dealt 
with as best suited his crime. 

A great many persons have visited the scene 
this morning, and many more will go to see 
him hanging there today. 

The coroner was notified and held an inquest 
on the body. Following is the verdict: 

We, the jury, find that Allen Sturgis came to his 
death on Saturday night, June 2d, 1588, by hanging, 
by parties unkgown to us. 

W hile it is quite often the case that lynch- 
ing parties ‘are rather hasty, in this Instance 
they seem to have deliberated well over the 
matter and acted with diseretion. There is no 
doubt of Allen’s guilt, and there is no doubt 
but that his dead bedy banging by the public 
road this Sabbath morning will preve a. good 
warning to both white and black that the men 
of Thomson and McDuffie know how to act 
when the emergency axises. If the negro had 
have been allowed to stand atrial by jury 
there is not the shadow of a doubt but what 
he would have been sent to the penitentiary. 
But what good would hive been accom- 
plished? Practically nothing, as bis class of 
criminals, white or black, care no more for 
serving a term in the penitentiary than they 
would for the bite of a mosquito. 

Even the colored péople approve of the 
step taken, and say he only had justice meted 
outtohim. The mother of this negro would 
have nothing to do with the bedy, and would 
not even let it be earried-toher house; The 
negroes will have absolutely nothing to do 
with it. It is pow in the hands of thé cor- 
oner and constable, and they are in commuui-

Without this 
deposit of two ae = the copy ht is void, and 
a penalty of $25 is incurred. oreover, there 
is a penalty of $100 imposed upon anybody 
who shall use the words, “Entered acco 
to the act of congress’’ or “Copright,” or words 
to that effect, upon anything that has not 
been duly and lawfully copyrighted. The syn- 
dicates use the word’ “Copyrighted” a great 
deal.

On Wednesday last Captain Fred Dover, of 
Bantee Valley, White county, wasin Clarker- 
wille with some specimens of the gold found in 
the mine he has receutly discovered on his 
place. Many of the particles were as large as 
grains of wheat, and bright, pure yellow gold, 
without any ailoy whatever.

The Work 


Progressing EBravely and the 
‘People Jubilant. 
SANDERSVILLE, Ga., June 3.—[Special.]— 
The hitch in the proceedings of extending the 
track of the Augusta, Gibson and Sandersville 
railroad from its present termination to the 
burnt district in the heart of the city was sat- 
isfactorily settled yesterday, and before an- 
other week has passed away the citizens are 
assured that they will hear the whistle blow 
immediately in the rear of the es ney A site 
of the line of brick buildings which are to sup- 
plant the wooden fire-traps which were burned 
on Harris street on the night of the 4th inst. 
The right of way has been secured, and soon 
arrangements will be completed for deliver- 
ing material for the construction of 
the new buildings on the very ground 
upon which the structures are to stand, and 
afterward to bring articles of merchandise to 
the very rear doorsof the establishments for 
which they are respectively intended. Those 
who have heard or read accounts of the ter- 
rific conflagration which swept over this city, 
and have not since yisited the place—at least 
not recently—may suppose that the citizens of 
Sandersville are despondently —, with 
their hands inertly folded, or are, like Niobe, 
weeping themselyes to stone over the loss of 
their property; yet a more erroneous idea 
could scarcely be conceived, for a busier scene 
of labor and  activit was possibly 
never seen in andersville than 
is presented by the preparations 
being made for the erection offsome buildings 
and the execution of the plans for others. 
By victue of the fire limit established soon 
after the blaze of the 4th inst., no building can 
be erected within 200 fect of the public square, 
only of brick, except by especial permission of 
the mayor and council, and even then the 
validity of claims will be set ata high stand- 
ard, no doubt. 
Messrs. Hoit & Bro. were first to begin the 
work of restoration after the fire, and the 
walls of the commodious two roomed store 
which is being erected, instead of the former 
wooden structure of one apartment, are now 
rapidly nearing completion, and the pro- 
prietors, with commendable enterprise, bid 
fair to see the consummaticn of their design to 
open up within five weeks, 
W. A. MeVarty & Co. are rapidly cleanin 
away the debris from the site of their former 
building, and as soon as the material arrives a 
structure handsomer and larger than the large 
and handsome store which superseded it will 
be reared upon the ashes. Nor is this spirit of 
surpassing former efforts contined to these two 
alone. On the contrary, it universally pre- 
dominates. 
Mr. B. E. Roughton, while preserving the 
main features of his former residence, which 
was burned several weeks after the great con- 
flagration, on the night of the 22d, will, in the 
erection of his new residence, make some ma- 
terial improvemants on his old one. 
Neither is traffic and trade idly waiting to 
commence with the completion of the new 
buildings, but, with only such embarrassment 
as is incident to the circumscribed limits of the 
remnant of buildings, which they were com- 
pelled to temporarily occupy, the merchants 
are busily atiending to the wants of their num- 
erous Customers, and these wants they now 
seem amply able to supply. 
Others beside the sufferers seem to have im- 
bibed the spirit of push and enterprise, and 
they, together with their less fortunate broth- 
ers, have placed Sandersville on a genuine and 
substantial boom. Labor from other 
points is almost daily coming in, and 
evidently finding ready employment 
in the great work of rebuilding a considerable 
city, and there can be no excuse for the idle- 
ness Of those here. As if realizing that the de- 
structive element was an emetic indeed violent 
in its mature and temporarily debilitating in 
its effect, sent to purge a badly diseased local- 
ity, the citizens go cheerfully at their work of 
restoration, forgetting their calamities in the 
improvements being horn, and soon u pon the 
sites of the frame buildings which have been 
laid in ashes will be placed durable monu- 
ments to the inyincible conrage and indomita- 
ble spirits of the citizens of Sandersville.

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton movement, 
says that for the week ending last Friday 
evening the total receipts reached 22,506 
bales, against 23,601 bales last week, 29,065 
bales the previous week and 36,223 bales 
three weeks since, making the total receipts 
since the Ist of September, 1887, 5,867,511 
bales, against 5,175,887 bales for the same 
period of 1886-7, showing an increase since 
September 1, 1887, of 191,424 bales. 

‘The exports for the week reach a total of 
$4,005 bales, of which 26,520 were to Great 
Britian, 767 to France and 6,718 to the rest 
of the continent. The total sales for for- 
ward delivery for the week are 102,400 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up this week 8,571 bales, includ- 
ing 5,233 for export, 3,338 for consumption, 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 40,000 bales. There is a decrease in the 
cotton in sight tonight of 190,986 bales as 
compared with the same date of 1857, a de- 
crease of 172,077 bales as compared with 
the corresponding date of 1886 and a de- 
crease of 188,118 bales as compared with 
1885. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 9,502 bales, and are 62,008 
bales more than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 1,326 bales more than the same week 
last year, and since September 1 the receipts 
at all the towns are 87,140 bales more than 
for the same time in 1886-7. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 5,450,923 bales; 
in 1886-7 were 5,181,660 bales; in 1885-6 
5,309,167 bales. Although the receipts at 
the outports the past week were 22,056 
bales, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was only 12,156 bales, the balance 
being taken froin the stocks at the interior 
towns. Last year the receipts from the 
plantations for the same week were 2,844

The Farmers’ Alliance. 

Ex-Senator Robert H. Jackson, president 
of the Farmer’s State Alliance, has cailed a 
convention of representatives of that grow- 
ing organization to meet in Atlanta on the 
17th day of this month. Each organized 
county Alliance will be represented by two 
delegates, and each county having as many 

as four sub-Alliances will be represented by 
one delegate. The convention will meet in 
the hall of the house of representatives. 

President Jackson calls this convention 
after a full consultation with all the officers 
in the state of Georgia. The assembly will 
be largely attended by the representative 
farmers of the state, and there is no doubt 
that important results will grow out of their 
deliberations. An agent of the Alliance is 
to be put in the field charged with the duty 
of raising from $500,000 to $1,000,000, for 
the purpose of establishing an Alliance ex- 
change. 

The growth of the organization in Geor- 
gia has been most remarkable. There are 
now more than forty thousand members of 
the Alliance in this state, and President 
Jackson is of the opinion that before the 
year is out there will be at least one hun- 
dred thousand members. 

In Texas the Alliance has not only estab- 
lished an agency for handling the produce 
of its members, but it is building mills and 
factories. The agency appears to bea very 
simple matter, It is not a money-making 
affair, being operated solely in the interest 
of the members of the Alliance. The mem- 
bers ship their cotton to the agency, and also 
buy their goods fromit. The only charge is 
the cost of handling the cotton, and when 
goods are purchased the members pay only 
the cost of manufacturing and the freight. 
President Jackson says that agencies are to 
be estabiished in Georgia, probably in At- 
Janta, Macon, and Savannah, and sub-agen- 
cies are to be established in every county in 
the state. 

We have observed a tendency on the part 
of some of our merchant friends to protest 
against the somewhat sweeping programme 
of the Alliance, but it is too late to protest 
now. ‘The farmers seem to know what they 
are about, and they are proceeding to carry 
out their plans with extraordinary earnest- 
wess and vigor. 

When the people were complaining 
against the railroads some years ago TuE 
CONSTITUTION warned these corporations 
that they would gain a point or two by dea]- 
ing fairly with the public, but they paid no 
heed to the warnings, which were oft re- 
peated. The result was the establishment 
of the railroad commission, and now the 
corporaticns are rocking along as meek as a 
turtle dove in moulting time. 

As with the railroads, so with the produce 
and commission merchants. Time and time 
again TRE CoNsTiITUTION has protested 
against the extortionate rates the farmers 
have been compelled to pay for their planta- 
tion supplies, The great majority of farmers 
since the war have been unable to pay cash 
for the supplies necessary to carry on their 
business. ‘The result is that they have been 
at the mercy of the retai] merchants. 

Tue CONSTITUTION has frequently called 
attention to this state of affairs. Without 
criticizing the supply merchants, we have 
stated the facts, coupling the statement 
with advice to the farmers to raise their 
own, supplies and to improve their methods 
of farming. The merchants might easily 
have taken the cue. It was their policy to 
nurse the farmer along so as to get him 
squarely on his feet, just as it was the policy 
of the railroads to do justice to the public. 

But, somehow, the matter was not regard- 
ed in this ligh A policy that compels a 
farmer to pay from 78 tg 200 per cent inter- 
est on supplies at. une, is precisely 
the policy pursued by a Who killed

in cotton for future delivery at New York 
the past week has been interrupted by a 
close holiday (Decoration Day on Wednes- 
day) and was dull generally, the fluctna- 
tions in prices being quite unimportant. 
There were no active influences at work. 
The weather cleared up in the southwest, 
giving a favorable appearance to crop pros- 
pects; foreign advices were without spirit, 
while stocks in southern markets, as well as 
current receipts, continued to show an ex- 
cess over last year. 

Some decline in prices of domestic cotton 
goods was also reported. But these influ- 
ences, unfavorable to arise, if not to the 
maintenance of current values, were coun- 
terbalanced by the smaller visible supply in 
the markets of the world and the repeated 
reports that current consumption exceeds 
last year. A large business for home con- 
sumption, late on Friday, and reportea on 
Saturday, caused some advance, which was 
lost on Monday, while business on Tuesday 
was very dull. 

Thursday there was a firmer market, due 
mainly to the more active business in spot 
cotton. Friday the market was firm on the 
revision of the statistics for Liverpool, but 
business was very dull. Cotton on the spot 
has met with a fair demand for home con- 
sumption, and on Thursday a large business 
was reported for export, 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic advices from 
the south indicate that in general the weather 
has been quite favorable and that cotton is 
developing well. There are some com- 
plaints from Texas that the fields are be- 
coming grassy, owing. to the rains, but 
otherwise the crop is promising.

Depew’s Bloody Shirt. 


In a recent speech—whether before dinner 
or after dinner we do not now remember— 
Mr. Chauncey M. Depew made these re- 
marks: 

In the graves of our heroes we buried hate, we 
buried sectionalism, and we buried the shackiesof 
the slaves. We who belong to the Grand Army 
have no sympathy with the waving of the bloody 
shirt, but ifit becomes necessary once a year, or at 
anytime, to state what the civil war was fought 
for, and what it accomplished—if, that be the 
waving of the bloody shirt, I say let it wave! 

The tone of this is almost as strident as 
that of a grasshopper fiddling and frying in 
the hot June grass, The allusion to the 
bloody shirt is lugged in with tremendous 
labor, and it is to be hoped that the ap- 
plause continued long enough to enable the 
great New -York diner-out to catch his valu- 
able breath. 

Mr. Depew was probably talking from the 
stand-point of apossible candidate—in some 
sort a rival of the Pinkstcnian statesman, 
He knew, however, if be knows anything 
at all, that such sentiments as he expressed 
so fluently, and rounded off with so tame an 
attempt to be furious, are not in the nature 
of bloody shirt utterances, There is no 
sort of objection on the. part of the south to 
such sentiments. They are, in fact, the 
very opposite of the bloody shirt business, 
The south knows very well what the war 
was fought for and what it accomplished. 
It crushed the secession idea and freed the 
negroes, and if there is any complaint in 
the south, at this time, to these results we 
have not heard of it.

The World correspondent called on Judge 
Gresbam at his modest apartments in the Palmer 
house.

He received the reporter kindly, 
but deprecated an interview at the outset. 

“For reasons thet are very strong with me,” he 
said, “1 do not want to appear in print at this time.

“Would you be willing to give the World your 
views on the political situation and the prospects of 
the republican party’s success in the coming elec- 
tion, without any regard to your possible candi- 
dacy?”’

How Calico Got Its Name, 
From Smith’s Researcher. 

The derivation of this word is very interest- 
ing as of such an ancient date is its origin. 
Mrs. Leonowens says in her *‘Travels in India’”’ 
that in the yaar 1498, just ten months and two 
days after leaving the port at Lisbon, Vasco da 
Gama landea on the coast of Malabar at Cali- 
cut, or more properly Kale Rhoda, ‘‘City of the 
Black Goddess.” Calicut was at that period 
not only a very ancient seaport, but an exten- 
sive territory, which, stretching along the wes- 
tern coast of Southern India, reached from 
Bombay and the adjacent islands to Cape Cor- 
moiin. It was at an early period so famous for 
its weaving and dyeing of cotton cloth that its 
name became identified with the manufac- 
tured fabric, whence the name Calico. It is 
now generally admitted that this ingenius art 
or'ginated in Indiain remote ages, and from 
that country found its way to Egypt. 

It was not until the middie of the seven- 
teenth century that calico printing was intro- 
duced into Europe. A knowledge of the art 
was acquired by some of the servants of the 
Dutch East India Company and carried to 
Holland, when it was introduced in London in 
the year 1676. It is surprising for grown up 
children, as well as our young folks, to learn 
that “Pliny as early as the first century men- 
tions in his natural history that there existed 
in Egypt a wonderful method of dyeing white 
cloth.”” Calico cannot be despised when it 
boasts of such antiquity. The shoddy make- 
up of the present day may look down with 
contempt upon the’calico dress, but what kind 
of lineage has it?’’ the calico can proudly ask.
